•f With reapeot to the EapeDses under the head of Extraordinary, in the artielea of Parchment, Stationery and Bookbinding, it is to he observed, that a 
considcraUe portion of these has been iaenrred in the preparation of the New Series of Indexes of Lands and Parses’ Names, directed by the 
2d & 3d Will. 4, for the period between the 1st January 1836 and 1st January 1840. The remainder of these Expenses has been incurred 
principally in re-hinding the old Office Books. 



In consequence of the want of sufficient accemmodation in apace for additional Clerk* to be employed in the le-construction of the old Indexes (which the 
Register presumes is what is meant in the Order by the term “ New Indexes,”) the progress of this work has been hitherto limited fri the prdiiuinary process 
«f forming Abstract Booka, and this has been carried through 16,800 Memorials. But little sensible progress, however, can be expected in the preparatioa 
thee Indexes until such additiosal Accommodation be supplied. Since the passing of the 2d & 3d Will. 4, the Register has had several cummunicatioD-j 
•ith the Commissioneta <£ Public W’orka on this subject, the result of which has been to htdd out an expectation that in the range of Buildings about to be 
at Ihe Four Cuurts, a new set of Apartment* will bo assigned for this Office sufficiently rapacious for all purposes.
